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HERE is no opinion fo falſe and deſtitute 
"of probability, but if once adopted, may, 
Wee the force of cuſtom or prejudice, paſs as 
an eſtabliſhed maxim. Nothing has ſo much ob- 
ſtructed the progreſs of the ſciences, as the blind 
and implicit deference which has been paid to the 
deciſive opinions of the antients. Under the ſanc- 
tion of theſe. authorities, the moſt dangerous con- 
jectures have taken root, and ſupplanted the moſt 
confirmed and beſt grounded principles. Phyſic 
itſelf, conſidered as an art, will become uſeful or 
pernicious to mankind, in proportion to the ſkill 
of thoſe who undertake to adminiſter it; nor can 
it be exempted from the prevalence of falſe no- 
tions, or influence of in. grounded maxims. It has 
frequently been obſerved, that thoſe caſes which 
ſhould have been guided by the light of experience 
alone, have, been miſconducted through the inter- 
poſition of obſtinacy and prejudice. Upon what 
grounds have they attributed to the healing art, 
almoſt as many ſpecifics as there are diſeaſes to en- 
counter? It is becauſe men of abilities have not 
laboured to Purge that vom ene as the ai 
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their endeavours, the number of theſe myſterious 
remedies has diminiſhed; and if reaſonings found- 
ed on experience have power to convince, mercury 
itſelf can no longer be deemed a ſpecific, or the 
only remedy in venereal cafes. If there be preju- 
dices indifferent in their own nature, or even be- 
neficial to man, it is not theſe errors which en- 
danger his health and his life. Let us endeavour 
to explain thoſe which derive their ſource from the 
application of mercury in the cure of venereal diſ- 
orders, ſubmitting it to the teſt of a ſuccinct and 
Impartial examination. 
© Scarce had the venereal diſeaſe been known in 
Europe, when a lucky incident proved the anti- 
venereal virtue of mercury. It was readily em- 
| braced, though it was rather ſuſpected than ac- 
knowledged as a remedy for a diſeaſe, which the 
public, ar that time, conſidered as a, ſcourge ſent 
from Heaven, or as a plague beyond the power of 
removal. While the ſucceſs did not anſwer the 


5 expectation, the very remedy, which for a time 


brought relief to the affſicted, ſoon after threw 
them into the utmoſt conſternation. 
Mercury, that can never be uſed without dan- 5 
ger, produced, in the hands of inexperienced per- | 
ſons, more ſhocking effects than thoſe it was in- 
tended to remove; inſomuch, that a great number 
of unfortunate victims to a new diſeaſe, expiring 
under the complicated rage of the remedy and 
the diſeaſe, and a ſmall number dragging out a 
languiſhing life; the hopes both of phyſicians and 
perſons infected now vaniſhed, and the uſe of mer

Many practitioners, much eſteemed for their 
Kill, decried it as a ſubtil poiſon, and repreſented 
thoſe who dared to ule it, to the public, as the ene- 
mies of mankind.

but their want of efficacy being ſoon acknowledged,

they leſſened the hazard of its application, and 
abated the viGlence of i its effects on the diſeaſed ; ſo 


that in all probability, a greater number periſhed 


through the diſtemper, than the manner of treating 


it. At length, by degrees, the public became habi- 
tuated to the uſe of this mineral, and inſtead of a 


general averſion to it, implicitly relied on its effects. 


Nothing is ſo difficult as to obſerve a due me- 
dium in points of opinion ; hence they fell into a ſe- 
cond error in caſting off the firſt. The uſe of mer- 
cury had been deemed not only ineffectual, but 
deſtructive; the ſtudy and labour of ſeveral years 
having thrown no new light on this ſubject, they 
returned to the ſame 8 and a bigoted at- 
tachment to it cauſed them in a ſhort time to regard 
it not only as an excellent remedy againſt the ve- 


nereal diſeaſe, but as the only one capable of curing

Thirdly, Has it proved fo in effect? . . 

I. At the firſt riſe of the venereal diſcaſe, the fa- 
culty; as much alarmed at its novelty as at its ma- 
lignity, attempted to encounter it with general re- 
medies, ſuch as they uſed againſt thoſe of an epide- 
mical or contagious nature. This method of pro-

the ſource of the diſorder being more known, faci- 
litated the en of a peer, W e more 
efficacious, +? Or © IM 
The Spaniards, 50 as is ent Vilieved, 
brought this diſtemper into Europe, likewiſe brought 
over the guaicum. It was uſed ſome time with to- 
lerable ſucceſs, but the China root, imported from 
the Indies by the Chineſe merchants, in ſome degree 

leſſened its eredit. The eſtimation of this new re- 
medy being of no long continuance, the guiacum 
was reſtored, and obtained greater vogue than before- 

The ſarſaparilla and the ſaſſafraſs, imported from 
Ametict, tended to enhance the eſtimation of this ſa- 
lutiferous wood; the charms of novelty not being 
able to reſiſt the evidence of trial and experience. 

"Theſe different drugs had been imported by mer- 
chants or travellers, who reſpectively pronounced 
them ſurpriſing remedies: The faculty made expe- 
riments of them, and the conſequence Was, a total 
rejection of theſe new remedies. OY 

Several other woods likewiſe, imported from the 
Indies, were greatly boaſted for their qualities; but 
upon trial, were no ſooner known than conligned 
to the ſame oblivion with the former. 

Fernel, a ſkilful phyſician, of Paris, was the firſt 
that ſeriouſly applied himſelf to the diſcovery of a 
genuine ſpecific. We ſhall have occaſion to o ſpeak 
of him hereafter. 

Julian Palmier, his pupil, aſſiſted in ſome mea- 
ſure the inveſtigation of his. maſter. ' Guillaume 
Rondelet, profeſſor and chancellor of the faculty in 
Montpellier, tried, as a remedy againſt this diſorder,

Anugier Ferrier, and ſome phyſicians . "fy 
propoſed divers. remedies, of which they. made: ex- 
periments, with great fatigue and trouble, ſuch as 
the root of gentian, aſarabacca, alecampane,, oris, 
and ſept. foil. A long time afterwards, the | antive- 
nereal quality of camphor and antimony was diſco- 
vered. They thought to find, the firſt a powerful 
check on the mercury, which, while it reduced its 
ſalivatory effects on the one ſide, might aſſiſt its power 
and energy on the other, againſt the venereal virus. 


The ſecond, approved as a genuine antivenereal, 


(upon what grounds is not at preſent material) has 
maintained its credit much longer. They ſtill uſe it, 
mixed with ſudorific decoctions, (in theſe caſes un- 
happily too frequent) where the diſcaſe, eluding 
the operation of mercury, occaſions the phyſician 
to have recourſe to more efficacious remedies, and 
thereby greatly diſheartens the patient. If the re- 
ſearches into the vegetable ceconomy have not been 
various and extenſive ; ; if they have not concurred 
to perfect a method of treating the venereal diſeaſe, 
which was. their grand and ultimate object; till 
they ought not to be looked upon with an eye of 5 
indifference. | 

It is a misfortune, if ſuch ende mould have 
given riſe to an ung and prejudiced opinion of 
the inſufficiency of vegetable remedies in venereal 
complaints; A 8 which, I flatter myſelf, the

Hail have not been attended with all the ſucceſs 


with which the adventurers. flattered themſelves» 
they deſpaired of that which might probably be 


expected from a thorough diſquiſition, loſt ſight of 
this object, and ſought their remedy from the mi- 
neral ſyſtem alone. From that time their labour 


and ſtudy concentered in this peculiar ſyſtem, - 
and amongſt the almoſt infinite variety of branches 
that it includes, their view has been particularly 
directed towards mercury. 

There is not, I venture to affirm, a body i in che 
"whale compaſs of nature, that has undergone ſo 
many chymical operations; it has been ſubmitted 
to every form and method of trial that could poſ- 
ſibly vindicate any of its qualities and effects. 
Does it appear credible, that after immnenſe labour 


for near three centuries, on this metallic body, pre- 
parations ſhould be trumped up in theſe latter days, 
uniting as is pretended, all the advantages of the 
others, exempted from their dangerous effects; 


not requiring thoſe general precautions ſo neceſ- 
ſary in diſorders of every kind? 

Without giving a tireſome detail of all the mer- 
curial preparations, let it ſuffice to mention; that 
mercury has been employed i in various forms, and 
various ways. | 

Firſt. From the foregoing cabs of this 
whole matter it plainly reſalts, that they have ſcaree 
made proof or experiment of the power of 18

Second. In their experiments the animal ſyſtem 
* been entirely excluded. 
Third. In the mineral ſyſtem they hive almoſt 
intifely confined themſelves to mercury. Let who 
will decide whether the reſearches into a ſpecific 
for the venereal. diſeaſe, have been ſufficiently nu- 
merous and various, as from thence with due ſanc- 
tion to attribute to mercury this excluſive power of 
coring. If the caſe be otherwiſe, why is the pre- 
tended abſolute virtue of this mineral ſo mightily 
cried up? Before we can give credit to ſo extraor- 
dinary an aſſertion, we muſt be fully convinced, by 
the niceſt experiments on all the productions of 
nature that are capable of being uſed in the ma- 
teria medic; or as a ſubject of the medical art. 
Fourth. Has mercury been generally kb 
kedged ſpecific in all venereal caſes? This queſ- 
tion would require an ample | diſcuſſion : it would 
require a diſfuſe account of the opinions of dif- 
ferent phyſicians who have treated on the ſub. 
ject. As the narrow compaſs of this difſertation 
will net admit of elaborate diſquiſitions, I ſhall 
- confine ' myſelf to the ſentiments of three moſt 
eminent ' phyſicians, Boerhaave, Sydenham, and 
Fernel; this will be ſufficient for thoſe of my rea- 
ders Who are determined by the weight, and not 
by the number of ſuffrages. 
Boerhaave, ſo far from deeming mercury a 8 
cific for the venereal diſeaſe, does not think it; a 
proper remedy in all degrees of the ſame; or ra- 
ther in the diſtemper generally conſidered. If he 
grants that mercury is a very powerful opponent 
to = virus, an itſelf * the larger 
| _ veſſels,

veſſels, or that is ſituated in thoſe parts that are 
_ eaſily pervaded, he affirms at the ſame time, that 
he has always found it inefficacious when it lodges 
in the ſmaller veſſels, where the circulation ig 
flow, and conſequently the mercury can make but 


little way, if any at all: Beſides in this caſe it cah 
maintain but a very weak operation, by no means 
capable of attenuating or throwing: out the hu- 
mour that is rendered thick by the virus, which 
is ſtrongly lodged, and ready to ſpread itſeff 
throughout the whole maſs of blood, and to pro- 
duce ſuch relapſes as frequently deceive the fote- 
fight of the phyſician, and the groundleſs ſecu- 
Tity of the patient. The tert of Boerhaave are 
as follow : | 
* Mercury, put upon. Spc, by means & 
« the vital motion alone, cures this diſeaſe, (the 
* venereal) expelling, by its motion, the venereal 
« virus. For this very reaſon it 1s ineffectual, ä

boy the heart and the arteries. As to gonorrheeas, 
* (ſays the ſame author) which are lodged in the

4e tible, mercury never effects a cure.“ Now this 

is a very ſtrong authority againſt the general ef- 
ficacy of mercury, when applied in venereal caſes. 
Boerhaave confines its efficacy to the virus lodged 
in the larger veſſels, where the blood and hu- 
mours have ſufficient motion to carry the mercu- 
rial particles through the infected parts, with ſuch 
force as Is capable of dividing, attenuating and

at length expelling 2882 ae the means of faliva- 
tion. Dahn Ns 

Boerhaave, bai n plaiciy reise 
the inſufficiency of mercury, does not turn his 
thoughts to the ſubject of preparing this metallic 
| ſubſtance, which may be vaired ad infinitum. It 

does not appear to him, but that the Vegetable 
Syſtem is endowed with qualities ſufficiently ſubril 
and active to reach the virus in its moſt inacceſſi- 
ble ſeat, and to eradicate it. 

He has been happy, as he nfs us hinoſelf, 
in preſcribing a method, by the aſſiſtance of ve- 
getables alone, and without the leaſt grain of 
mercury, of curing patients, given over by the 
faculty, after they had in vain endeavoured to at- 
ford them relief, by all the modes in the mercu- 
rial way, that could be deviſed or practiſed. 

Me may then conclude from Boerhaave, 3 

* "Firſt, That mercury is not an abſolute ſpecific 
for the venereal diſeaſe, becauſe it is inefficacious, 
when the virus has gained ground, and | is fixed 
in the ſmaller veſſels. . 

Secondly, That it muſt conſequently be in- 
effectual in the major part of confirmed poxes, in 
which the virus has penetrated the moſt minute 
and inacceſſible parts of the human body. 

Thirdly, That Vegetables are endowed with 
@ power of reaching the virus in the ſmaller. veſ- 
ſels, and conſequently of deſtroying it. 

Sydenham, ſo renowned for his excellent wri- 
tings on phyſical ſubjects, appears to have been 
no more prejudiced in favour of mercury than 
Boerhaave : he has not ha ge himſelf to be in- 
bas ga. fluenced 
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fluenced by the number of voters in favour of his 
remedy. He weighed its effects and its manner of 
operation, through a long courſe of practice; and 
it may ſurely be preſumed, that he was not more 
unſucceſsful: in this point than any of the faculty. 
He acknowledges, notwithſtanding, | that though 
mercury may be advantageouſly applied in vene- 
real caſes, the uſe of it is ſtill attended with great 

inconveniences; and he adds a judicious remark, 
„That it is no more a ſpecific for the venereal 
et diſeaſe, than the lancet is for the pleuriſy.”? 
He goes farther; he draws the outlines of the true 
ſpecific againſt the venereal diſeaſe; he recom- 
mends this uſeful enguiry z and, by plain and diſ- 
tinguiſhable hints interſperſed throughtout the 
whole of his works, he facilitates, in a conſidera- 
ble degree, the diſcovery ie NPY ih 
Fiernel, a ſkilful phyſician of one of our mo- 
pe» ay very warmly exclaims againſt. mercury: 
but without doubt over-ſtrains the point. Far 
from admitting that mercury is fndowed with one 
 fingle quality of a ſalutary nature, he excludes it 
from the whole medical ſyſtem, as a dangerous, 
deceptive, and deſtructive, mineral. Nay, ſo in- 
veterate is he againſt this medicine, on account of 
the bad effects which he attributes to it, that he 
brands thoſe who dare to uſe it, with the moſt 
odious epithets. This phyſician, fully convinced 
of the inefficacy of mercury, would not loſe any 
more time in ſeeking for a remedy for the vene- 

real diſorder in the mineral ſyſtem. 
He made diſcoveries both in the animal and ve- 
getable ſyſtems, unknown a befoge 3 he hit upon a 
. emed 
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remedy that. he applied with the utmoſt ſucceſs, 
in which concentered the rare and valuable quali- 
ty of effectually —_—_ . nn _ 
patient. 

This remedy was 4 of . aaa Gene 
animal particle; neither mercury nor any other 
mineral entered into its compoſition, and yet it 
cured (what the abettors of the mercurial plan 
will hardly believe, notwithſtanding the moſt par- 
ticular and beſt authenticated proofs that he has 
left concerning it) not only the meſt obſtinate and 
-inveterate venereal caſes, but even thoſe to which. 
mercury had been applied without ſueceſs, and 
which had degenerated into Rheumatic, re 
Sentier and Nervous Diſorders, &c.

Men of eminence and abilities are above preju- 
Gow and their authority alone can encounter its 
effects with advantage. The authorities of Fernel, 
Sydenham, and Boerhaave, have afforded me ſof- 

ficient ground to aſſert, that mercury is not gene, 
rally allowed by phyſicians as a ſpecific againſt the 
venereal diſeaſe. Their aſſertions and obſervati- 
ons, I preſume, will enable me to prove that this 
migeral 1 is not truly a ſpecific,

The practitioner who 
underſtands the nature of the remedy which he 
employs, will not expect from thence the removal 
of theſe different ſymptoms; but he will take the 
ordinary courſe, and burn the ſhanker with the

ed; and frequently ine ecru; nor will he entruſt 


the cure of theſe ſymptoms t to the metalic particles,

He will apply to the bubo, eataplaſms, plaiſters, 


| ſometimes emolient, ſometimes diſſolvent; and if 
theſe happen to diſpel it, they will indeed rather 
infect the general maſs, than entirely eradicate 
the diſtemper. If the bubo is brought to a ſupu- 


ration, which often happens, to the great diſguſt of 


the patients, the treatment will be ſomething like 
that of the parotid gland when it ſupurates, or of 
any other gland in the ſame caſe.

It muſt 
be obſerved, ſays the Engliſh phy ſician, that mer- 
cury will not cure a . gonorrhea when, it accom- 
| panies the pox, and that! it muſt therefore be treat- 
ed in a different manner.

Many authors, who have written upon ve⸗- 
nereal caſes, have demonſtrated the bad effects 
that may ariſe from the application of cauſtics to 
ſhankers, aſtringent injections to the urethra, re- 
5 pelling plaiſters to buboes; but I ſhall not here 
cite particularly their reſpedtiye opinions. 

The following hints from a very eminent phy- 
ſician, Dr. W. Fordyce, deſerve the notice of every 


phyſician or ſurgeon, and are not generally known,

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Rub a little, ſuppoſe, leſs than a drachm at a 
time, of mercurial ointment upon a ſhanker, a 
beginning bubo, or phymoſis, paraphymoſis, &c. 
and repeat it daily for three or four times; and 
it will remove the appearance of the diſeaſe from 
the part, and drive it into the conſtitution, per- 
haps upon the bones, probably into the throat, 
but always from the part. Every mercurial ap- 
plication to a venereal ſore, whether ſhanker or 

bubo, is equally improper, till you have. con- 
quered the infection.— Again, ſays the ſame au- 
thor, rub a ſmall quantity of the mercurial oint- 
ment on any part of the body, in the caſe of 
a ſcrophulous or ſcorbutic habit, tainted - A the 
ſame time with the pox; and in many inſtances 
it will produce a violent ſalivation, that in ſpite 
of all forts of remedies ſhall run on for ſeveral 
weeks; the patient much reduced in his ſtrength, 
waſted in his body, and remain tainted with the 
diſeaſe, notwithſtanding the falivation has been 
ſo inordinate. Repeat the anointing, and the. 
effect will be the ſame. In this new method 
we never have recourſe to ſuch auxiliaries ; the 
efficacy of the remedy not requiring them. In

*Tis an axiom received in phyſic, that. wha 
cleanſes well cures well. Now what remedy can 
more effectually tend to the depuration of the hu- 
mours, than the antivenereal ſyrup? It alters the 
habit; it cauſes evacuation in the three different 
manners; it attacks the virus on all ſides, and 
afterwards evacuates by the emunctories, towards 
which it generally takes its courſe. It is pleaſant 
and mild in its operation; a quantity of it may 
without danger, be infuſed into the veſſels. Its 
diviſible quality, neceffarily ariſing from its dif- 
perſing itſelf through the fluids of the human 
body, its immediate connection with theſe very 
fluids, and the veſſels which contain them, are 
ſuch advantages as mercurial remedies cannot boaſt, 
which for the moſt part are inſoluble. 

By reaſon of the great number of active par- 
ticles which are in motion at the ſame time in 
the veſſels, by reaſon of their tenuity, there are no 
capillary veſſels which it does not penetrate; no la- 
mina of the bones between which it does not ſlide; 
no glands which it does not pervade. As there is 
no part of the human body which the particles of 
this remedy do not reach, there is no ſymptom 
that eſcapes its powerful operation; the ſmaller 
veſſels receive it after it has been diſſolved in the 
humours, by which they are moiſtened; even the

They preſs the antecedent 
particles; the moſt fluid part is expanded; the 
whole cauſe of the obſtruction leſſens; its maſs 


and hardneſs proportionably. increaſes ; the veſſel _ 


which contains it is diſtended to ſuch a length as 
Prevents its yielding to the operation, or recover- 
ing its former ſtate. What will be the conſe- 
quence? Either the veſſel will burſt, which ſome- 
times happens, eſpecially in the bowels, where the 
metallic particles will pervade a collateral tube, 
and will no longer act upon the obſtructing cauſe; 


or the following particles will take the ſame route, 
and be conveyed, according to the hydraulic ſyſ- 


tem, into thoſe parts where they find leaſt reſiſtance, 
leaving the obſtruction in the ſame ſtate, and the 
diſeaſe which nouriſhes it. Nor is experience 


wanting to confirm this method of. reaſoning. 


How many, diſeaſed perſons are there who have 
- undergone divers courſes, under the hands of the 


moſt ſkilful practitioners, without a confirmed 


cure, merely for not Having Wen properly treated 
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in n the beginning! 1 For i it is a ſtanding maxim, that 5 
a patient who has not been cured by a ſecond or 
third courſe, will hardly ever be cured by any ſub⸗ 
ſequent proceſs, notwithſtanding all the choice and 
care that may be uſed in the me of: mercu- 
rial preparations. 8 

The vegetable remedy Jon. not act by: dias. of 
weight it is. not by forcing the obſtacles that it 
_ tends to deſtroy them; ts qualities are, on the con» 
trary, light and ſubtil: it mixes with the hu- 
mours, with them it conveys itſelf -3 into the ob- 
ſtructed veſſels, reanimates their languid motion, . 
and diſpoſes them efficaciouſly to operate upon the 
denſe matter which cauſes the obſtructions. It en- 
velopes the venereal miaſmata, alters their nature, 
allays their acrimony, and as it were neutralizes © 
them, and gives the lymphatic particles power to 
connect and follow the regular courſe of cireula- 
tion. To give one general view of the advantages 
reſulting from the vegetable remedy, I ſhall com- 
pare them with thoſe which, in their e and 
effects, immediately appertain to mercury. Joy 
Firſt, Every one knows, that in ſalivations, 
however urgent the ſtate of the diſeaſe may be, the 
ſurgeon employs a long time in painful and expen- 
ſive preparations, but indiſpenſible upon that plan.

It is ordinarily continued ne lon- 
ger than about thirty days; in this ſpace the virus 
is deſtroyed ; the exoſtoſes are ſhaken, the puſtules 
and ulcers are cleanſed and diſpoſed to heal; fif- 
teen or twenty days regular diet reduce the glands 
and exoſtoſes, and complete the healing of the in- 
fected parts.—In urgent caſes, where the palate of 
the mouth is in danger; in the caſe of the ceſo- 

phagus, the larynx, rottenneſs, violent pains, want 
of fleep, hectic fevers, which admit of no delay, 
the antivenereal fyrap has the advantage, as it may 
be almoſt immediately adminiſtered, The ſecond _ 
day the patient may begin to uſe it, and about the 
* or ſixth he will receive relief. , 
Second, Every prudent practitioner requires pa 
tients to keep their rooms as much during the time 
of prepatation, as during the application of the 
mercurial ointment. The new method requires 
no ſuch caution, except in TI moſt i inveterate ſtate 
of the diſeaſe. 

Third, When they meet, as is very 8. 
with old and ſtubborn caſes, that cannot be over- 
come but by a ſtrong ſalivation, in old people 
debilitated by age, and the debaucheries of their 
younger years; afflicted with ſecondary diſeaſes, 
ſuch as gout, rheumatiſm, &c. in women with 
child, or ſuch as are weak, and of a thin habit of 
body, in whoſe caſe the baths are as neceſſary as 
impracticable; in children, where the obſtinate de- 

gree of the diſtemper will not admit of waiting 
for a more advanced age; in adult perſons, attack. 
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ed with Jiforders in the liver or lungs; in theſe 
different caſes how wilt ſkilful practitioners proceed?” 
There have been a thouſand inſtances of old perſons 
periſhing under the operation of a mercurial proceſs, 
which is more violent and dangerous a as the fibres 
are rigid and dried, and when this is accompanied 
with gouty and rheumatic pains, which, during the 
treatment, never fail 1 to rage with the utmoſt vio- 
lence. Pregnant women expire, through the ſaliva- 
tion, for which they haye not been ſufficiently pre- 
| pared, (here we ſpeak of 1 women ſeven or eight 
months advanced in their pregnancy) or from a 
premature delivery, occaſioned by the mercury, 
which gives too great a motion to the bumours, 
and is productive of the moſt. diſagreeable im- 
preſſions on the fœtus. Weak. perſons, and thoſe 
who ate ſubject to ſpitting blood, or to violent 
coughing, have been obſurved to die under the in- 
evitabhle increaſe of thoſe. ſymptoms. Children, in 
fine, becauſe they are ſuch, and conſequently too 
weak ro reſiſt the ſubverſion of the animal œco- 
domy, occaſioned 7s the operation of the mer- 
cury, have been known to die ſuddenly. in the 
midſt of its courſe. None of theſe: effects are to 
be apprehended from the vegetable ſyrup; It al- 
lays gouty and rheumatic! pains, and ſometimes 
entirely removes them; it is free from the ohjec- 
tion of want of preparation for pregnant women, 
as what it requires is always practicable. It pre- 
vents miſcarriages, becauſe it is not by forcible |

—Experience confirms this remark, as neither tet- 
ters nor puſtules, uſual concomitants of the prin- 
cipal diſeaſe, are ever known to reſiſt the * 
tion of this A 

Fifth, It very frequently happens, hi Pp 've- 
nereal virus is complicated with a ſcorbutie hu- 
mour; in that caſe, however preſſing the nature 
of the diſeaſe may be, prudent practitioners will 
by no means preſume immediately to adminiſter 
anti-venereal mercurials, as anti- ſcorbutics leſs in- 
Hame the venereal diſeaſe, than anti- venereals do 
ſeorbutic humours: they” firſt attack the ſcurvy 
with thoſe remedies which are peculiar to it. But 
if this diſorder is in itſelf ſo difficult to cure, what 
muſt it be when attended with this dreadful compli- 
cation? Several months will be ſcarce ſufficient to 
eradicate the ſcorbutic humour, and after having

When all this happily, 
ſucceeds, the gonorrhea will not- remain above 
ſix weeks or two months. But where are patients 
to be found who will ſtrictly adhere to theſe rules? 
They will not be diſpoſed to think their caſe dan- 
gerous when they have only a running; and the 
greateſt precaution of which a patient can be 
capable, is to regulate himſelf with prudence du- 
ring the firſt ſtage of a gonorrhea; that is to ſay, 
during the time of the inflammation and the pain 
attending it.

ties ſwell, and form thoſe carnoſities which they 
had long falſely thought real fleſby excreſcences, 
fixed in the paſſage of the urethra.
